1-97-1 Pros and Cons 


By Dan Oakes 

The only thing almost 
as hotly contested as the 
three seats for Sierra Ma¬ 
dre City Council is ballot 
measure 1-97-1. After 
much public and private 
debate, letters to the editor, 
yard signs, public mailers, 
fliers, and a lawsuit, only 
one question persists: 
What exactly is 1-97-1? 
Here it is, in a ^rather 
large) nutshell; 

It was over 10 years and 
a few councils ago that the 
Cultural Heritage Com¬ 
mission (CHC), and a list 
of historic properties, was 
provided for by Ordinance 
#1036. One important 
question to be addressed at 
the time was. Should the 
CHC have jurisdiction 
over homes against their 
wishes, or should it be en¬ 
tirely voluntary? Yes, even 
back in 1987 (September 
8th, to be precise), this was 
a sticky issue. Coun- 
cilmember Crow and 
Mayor Pro Tern Simpson 
argued at that time for a 
voluntary ordinance. “We 
didn’t want property rights 
taken from the owners,” 
Crow later recalled. 

However, they were 
overruled at the time, in a 
3-2 vote. The issue did not 
see much light again on a 
council level until mid- 
1995, when Kristi Wood, 
the daughter of Gene and 
Margie Hodson, heirs to 
the Krafft Estate, ap¬ 
proached the City Council 


April 14th will mark the beginning of a new City 
Council, with at least two and possibly three new faces 
joining the Sierra Madre City Council. With each begin¬ 
ning comes an ending, however, and Gary Adams and 
MaryAnn MacGillivray will leave the council, having 
served a combined five terms. 

Gary Adams served on the City Council from 1976- 
1980, and most recently for two terms, from 1990-1998. 
In that lime, he has seen a lot of changes, but he’s also 
seen that the more things change, the more they stay the 
same. He was on the City Council when Proposition 13 
passed. He served half of his first term at the old City 
Hall building, before it moved to its present location. Yet 
for all of those changes, how different is municipal pol¬ 
itics? Says Adams, “It seems like the same types of prob¬ 
lems recycle from time to time. There are no extra funds, 
but there are unlimited needs.” 

After serving his first term on the City Council, Ad¬ 
ams spent a stint on the Pasadena City College Board of 
Trustees, from 1980-1984. A professional change made 
his life “too busy for politics” from 1976-1980, but when 
he decided to return. Sierra Madre welcomed him back 
to the Council with open arms; he was easily the lead¬ 
ing vote-getter in the 1990 election, by over 150 votes. 

Whaf s important to Adams, in his own words, is that 
“The City is an as good shape or better then when I got 
on the Council eight years ago.” Particularly, Adams is 
pleased with the completion of the Hillside Ordinance 
(“I think the City Council did a really good job there.”) 
and the revision to the General Plan. 

“The downtown area is more alive than it’s been in 
the 30 years since I’ve lived here,” Adams continued. 
“The crime rate is still low, and the fire department is 
still volunteer. It’s just a nice place to live.” Don’t let him 
fool you, however. Adams is far from change-resistant. 
For instance, he says, “Outdoor dining was kind of a 
radical change, but it was a good addition.” Adams also 
likes that Sierra Madre’s “volunteer spirit” remains; he 
is a part of that spirit, having volunteered his time for 
over 20 years to impartially explain each ballot measure 
to all who gather at the Sierra Madre Woman’s Club. 

If you’re looking for praise for Gary Adams, you 
don’t have to look far, but for historical perspective, who 
better to ask than Sierra Madre historian Phyllis Chap¬ 
man? Ask Phyllis, and she’ll tell you simply, “We

couldn’t have had a more outstanding, 
more professional, or more fair-minded 
City Councilman.” 

“Eight years is a considerable chunk 
of time,” says Mary Ann MacGillivray. 
“I realize how long I’ve been on the 
Council when I look at my kids now, 
compared to when I started.” When her 
son Mike asked her in early 1984 if she 
would run for a second term, she had to 
ask herself, “Did my being there make 
a good difference for the City?” Her 
answer in 1994 was yes, and she was 
easily re-elected. 

In her own words, what MaryAnn 
brought to the Council was leadership 
and vision, which manifested itself in 
three important ways. First, in chrono¬ 
logical order, was the Economic Devel¬ 
opment Council, the citizen-based group 
which she implemented to improve the 
downtown area. Secondly, the rewriting 
of the General Plan, a “huge undertak¬ 
ing,” which started during her 1994-95 
term as Mayor, as she appointed an ad- 
hoc steering committee. Finally, the re¬ 
cently completed Youth Master Plan. “It 
provides a framework to serve Sierra 
Madre, and it’s a long-term plan that 
recognizes that the demographic contin¬ 
uum has shifted,” MacGillivray says. 
She also instituted a policy to set aside 
revenues.for the dwindling reserves, 
which had dwindled down to next to 
nothing. 

She calls her eight years on the Coun¬ 
cil “extremely rewarding,” and was also 
glad to have served with such legendary 
names as Clem Bartolai, George Maur¬ 
er, Roy Buchan, and Gary Adams. 


“They’re kind of the greats, you know?” 
shy says. “I got to know people and 
make friends I would not have other¬ 
wise, and I think it set a great example 
for my kids,” MacGillivray continues. 
“You have to give something back to the 
community.” 

It was her interest in the Hillside Or¬ 
dinance that shifted her focus from a 
mother and athletics/nursery school vol¬ 
unteer to politics. She strived for objec¬ 
tivity and “always tried to look at every 
issue by analyzing the facts logically and 
objectively and serving the public at 
large.” That objectivity earned her the 
respect of residents and businessmen 
such as Bill Sullivan, Jr., owner of Sier¬ 
ra Madre’s The Bottle Shop, who prais¬ 
es MacGillivray as “a tremendous Coun- 
cilmember.” 

When Sullivan had an offer from a 
bagel restaurant that proposed to build 
a drive through, the resulting furor re¬ 
sulted in an ordinance’s being passed to 
ban drive-thrus in Sierra Madre. The 
ordinance was applied retroactively to 
Sullivan, over the objections of 
MacGillivray (and Jim Hester), who ar¬ 
gued that since Sullivan had followed 
the procedures for the laws that applied 
at the time, he was entitled to a public 
hearing. Although the objections to the 
project were so strenuous that there was 
little doubt as to what the result of that 
hearing would have been, it was a mat¬ 
ter of principle. 

As her second term concludes, Mary¬ 
Ann MacGillivray asks herself again, 
“Did my being on the Council make a 
good difference?” Again, she answers 
that it has. “It’s been a good eight years,” 
MacGillivray says.

So, who answered our survey? Half of the respon¬ 
dents were male; half were female (actually, 101 female; 
99 male). 75% were homeowners, and 21% renters. The 
other 4% either refused to answer or listed ‘other’ in 
respect to home ownership. 56% of those surveyed were 
Republicans, and 36%' Democrats. 30% were age 65 dr' 
older, 23% from 50 to 64,22% in their 40s, 14% in their 
30s, 4% under age 30, and 7% unknown.

Demographic breakdowns 
on 1-97-1 

Demographic breakdowns on 1-97-1 were significant 
and interesting. While a majority supported the initia¬ 
tive. certain demographic breakdowns opposed it. For 
instance... 

♦More than twice as many persons surveyed between 
the ages of 30 and 39 said they would vote no than yes 
on 1-97-1. 

♦While Republicans strongly supported 1-97-1, Dem¬ 
ocrats were split perfectly evenly on the measure, wheth¬ 
er those claiming to ‘lean’ to one side or the other are 
counted or ignored. 

♦Women under 45 were more than twice as likely 
(40.5% - 18.9%) to indicate a No vote. 

♦Female Democrats were more likely to be opposed 
to 1-97-1. 

♦Democrats under 45 were strongly opposed (47.8% 
-26.1%) to 1-97-1. 

♦Renters were more than twice as likely to offer a No 
response than a Yes response. 

Other Demographic groups with sample sizes of 20 
or more were in favor of 1-97-1. 

It’s important to note that for each candidate, at least 


43% of those surveyed for EACH candidate claimed to 
be ‘undecided’. If that percentage has been inflated by 
as much as 100%, it would still represent hundreds of 
votes still up for grabs.

ers get to consider these 
same matters. 

The City Council has 
taken every reasonable 
step possible, consistent 
with its understanding of 
the general requirements 
of law, to place a simple 
proposition before the peo¬ 
ple: Should the owners of 
29 properties who claim 
that their properties were 
placed on the list without 
notice, without a public 
hearing, or without their 
consent, be allowed off the 
list of historic properties 
for the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre? 

Vote Yes and the prop¬ 
erties will be delisted. The 
‘voluntary’ Ordinance will 
then be truly voluntary. 
The debate will end. And 
the City can move on to 
new business. Vote Nq and 
the properties will remain 
on the list. The controver¬ 
sy will continue, draining 
the City’s scarce time and 
resources away from oth¬ 
er pressing public busi¬ 
ness. It’s that easy. As 
Shakespeare said, all else 
is “sound and fury, signi¬ 
fying nothing.’’

Rebuttal to 
Willis Letter: 
No on 1-97-1 

Dear Editor: 

The letter in your April 
2, 1998 edition by Mr. 
Theodore H. Willis takes 
issue with the argument 
that proposed Initiative I- 
97-1 would free the Willis 
Estate from the constraints 
of the City General Plan 
and Zoning Ordinance, 
maiung the Estate avail¬ 
able for condominium de¬ 
velopment. The Willis Es¬ 
tate, however, is perhaps 
the best example of the 
impact of this poorly draft¬ 
ed proposed legislation. 

Mr. Willis is correct in 
pointing out that the only 
structures on the Willis 
Estate designated to be of 
historic significance are 
the stone gate pillars at the 
entrance to the property. 
The initiative, as printed in 
the Voter’s Pamphlet, pro¬ 
poses to adopt Section xyz 
that will “delist (de-desig- 
nate)’’ 29 properties iden¬ 
tified by address “from the 
effects of the General Plan; 
and from the effects of any 
federal, state, or local reg¬ 


ulation, guideline or other 
imposition.” Although the 
Willis Estate was listed 
because of a couple of 
stone gate pillars, the en¬ 
tire property is included in 
the coverage of the initia¬ 
tive, not just the stone pil¬ 
lars. 

The error of defining 
entire properties that are 
relieved of certain police 
power regulations because 
they are the site of a desig¬ 
nated historic structure 
was not cured by the City 
Council’s attempt to 
amend the initiative ordi¬ 
nance before a vote by the 
electorate. The amend¬ 
ment, if legally valid, re¬ 
places the language of Sec- 
tion xyz of the Voter’s 
Pamphlet with new lan¬ 
guage. The new language, 
however, also adds anodi- 
er element of uncertainty. 
The new Section xyz pur¬ 
ports to “de-list (desig¬ 
nate) the following de¬ 
scribed properties from the 
effects of...federal, station 
[sic] or local regulation, 
guideline or other imposi¬ 
tion as a result of such 
propertise having been 
listed as historic under Or¬ 
dinance 1036 and 1134.” 
However, the new Section 
xzy, unlike the Section xyz 
printed in the Veter’s Pam¬ 
phlet, fails to list any prop¬ 
erties to be de-listed. This 
can be confirmed by read¬ 
ing the materials mailed by 
the City to every registered 
voter at taxpayer expense. 
The substituted language 
quoted by the City Manag¬ 
er in the cover letter does 
not list any properties to 
which the ordinance will 
apply. 

Two attempts by the 
City Council to craft a 
poorly thought out initia¬ 
tive have been unsuccess¬ 
ful and have only made its 
purpose and language 
more confusing. The City 
Council should ask the cit¬ 
izens of Sierra Madre to 
approve only those ordi¬ 
nances that are clearly ex¬ 
pressed in ordinary lan¬ 
guage with an impact that 
is free of ambiguity.

ing the community’s con¬ 
cerns for the character of 
our city against a property 
owner’s unilateral disposi¬ 
tion of his or her property. 

The community’s con¬ 
cern is to preserve our 
small town environment, 
attractive residences and 
open spaces. It extends to 
our neighbor’s properties 
as well as to our own. It is 
the neighborhood that is so 
important, both for the 
quality or our life and the 
value of our properties. 
This is especially true of 
the single family homes 
which comprise the major¬ 
ity of Sierra Madre. 

Although much has 
been said about the issuing 
of permits, and document¬ 
ed untruths are being told, 
there are only two differ¬ 
ences between a permit for 
a “Landmark” property 
and any other property: (1) 
A permit for exterior (not 
interior) renovation will be 
reviewed as to whether it 
would seriously change 
the character and appear¬ 
ance of a “Landmark” res¬ 
idence; and (2) A Land¬ 
mark’s permit is issued 
without cost to the proper¬ 
ty owner. To date, no per¬ 
mit on a proposed “Land¬ 
mark” renovation has been 
denied. There is no unrea¬ 
sonable restriction on indi¬ 
vidual rights here, in time, 
in theory , or in practice. 

Three of the properties 
listed in proposed Ordi¬ 
nance 1-97-1 have a com¬ 
bined area of over 100 
acres. The character of Si¬ 
erra Madre would be sub¬ 
stantially changed is these 
properties were subdivid¬ 
ed into high density units. 

I am not sure that a co¬ 
alition of homeowners can 
legally use the initiative 
process to exempt them¬ 
selves from city ordinanc¬ 
es which affect their prop¬ 
erties. If 1-97-1 passes, 
will its legality be tested by 
costly court battles? 

Change must occur, and 
will occur. The city we 
know today is not the city 
that will be here in 100 
years from now. But deci¬ 
sions about change need to 
be made in a considered 
public way, one property 
at a time, not wholesale by 
ballot. 

I urge a “No” vote on I- 
97-1. There is a better way.

It’s that time again! Well, almost anyway. In just five 
.short days, residents of Sierra Madre will decide upon a 
majority of the City Council to carry Sierra Madre into 
the 21 St century, and will also vote on a ballot initiative 
that stirring up more conversation than 1996’s retention 
of Sierra Madre’s utility tax.

pie: Let 'em off! Not so simple. While in 1995 (or even 
1996), a mass delisting could have taken place without 
much ado, by the time the Council approved such a 
delisting, California case law had changed the rules; 

Now', such a de-listing would require an Environmental 
Impact Report for each property to be delisted, pursu¬ 
ant to the California Environmental Quality Act. Though 
there has been controversy over which properties are or 
should be on the list of historic properties, as of July, 

1997, there are 76 properties officially listed, 29 of which 
would like to be removed. The estimated costs for those 
29 environment reports: $72,000. 

At a meeting with City staff and property owners to 
di.scuss that expense, a possible remedy was found. Says 
Councilmember Bart Doyle, ‘There is an exemption for 
submittal of proposals to a vote of the people, based on 
the cases Stein v. City of Santa Monica and Lee v. City 
of Lompoc." These court cases led to an exemption for 
such actions which is spelled out in CEQA section 
15378b4, irrespective of whether the initiative is brought 
about by City Council action or citizen action. The es¬ 
sence of 1-97-1 is that it is an attempt by the City Coun¬ 
cil to delist homes without that delisting bringing with 
it an expensive price tag. Opponents call it circumven¬ 
tion; proponents call it exemption. 

The reason for the exemption is that as a public enti¬ 
ty, a City Council can hold the public hearings that are 
required for certain actions; for groups of private citi¬ 
zens, that would be impractical; therefore, there is a con¬ 
flict between environmental review and the right of ini¬ 
tiative, and the court has held that people’s right to ini¬ 
tiative supercedes environmental concerns. 

The writing of 1-97-1 was sloppy, even according to 
its proponents. It was drafted pursuant to a 4-1 City 
Council vote, with Mayor Jim Hester dissenting. It talks 
about freeing properties from regulation, which oppo¬ 
nents have taken to mean all regulation. 1-97-1 propo¬ 
nents have noted that since it’s not legal to exempt prop¬ 
erties from all regulation, that part of the ordinance 
would simply be rendered void, and a subsequent ordi¬ 
nance which has passed the City Council would change 
that section of 1-97-1 to read that it would free them from 
regulations which have resulted from their being placed 
on the list. Opponents of 1-97-1, however, have argued 
that that passing an ordinance which is in part illegal 
would mean that the ordinance in its entirety is not val¬ 
id, or worse, that the properties would be freed from all 
regulation. .i, 

While 1-97-1 offers a one-time delisting to property 
owners already on the list, those who join or remain on 
the list after the delisting will have to remain on the Ii.st, 
with two exceptions. Those exceptions are for property

Development in Sierra Madre is the major issue in this 
election. Our pro-development City Council placed a 
pro-development referendum on the ballot. Recent coun¬ 
cil actions eliminate barriers to development and reduce 
citizen participation.

Please examine the records and positions of council 
candidates. Please vote for those individuals who have 
shown the willingness and 
ability to stand up to devel¬ 
opers on behalf of all of us. 

Do not vote for candidates 
who support 1-97-1, nor 
those who do not want a 
tree commission. 

Please send the mes¬ 
sage to the sitting and 
soon-to-be-elected City 
Council members that we 
like Sierra Madre as it is.

Moiu-ovia, the fourth oldest incorporated city in Los 
Angeles County, was founded in the mid-1880’s by 
wealthy William N. Monroe. From the beginning, 
Monrovia was a success story. Within a few years, they 
had a sound bank, a newspaper (The Monrovia Plan¬ 
et), a telephone office, restaurant, bakery, grocei^, yard 
goods and variety stores, meat market, two livery stag- 
bles, harness shop, and barber shop. Also, a coal, wood, 
and lumber yard and a number of homes. 

Monroe built himself a beautiful mansion. That home 
survives today, and is on the National Register of His¬ 
toric Places. Also surviving in the city are many more 
historic homes covering a period into that 1920’s and 
1930’s, and in a variety of architectural styles. In fact, 
for its size, the City of Monrovia has the largest con¬ 
centration of vintage homes in teh San Gabriel Valley. 
The city also has a very active Monrovia Old House 
Preservation Group, which was founded in 1981, and 
has a membership today of over 300. Each year, the 
group hosts their Old Home Tours, which have been 
immensely successful and popular. Proceeds from the 
ijuuid tidVi^ been plowed back into the community, fund¬ 
ing projects throughout the city such as donations of 
books to Monrovia Fhiblic Library, funds to the Mon¬ 
rovia Historical Museum, the ongoing restoration of the 
George Anderson House (built 1886), and the Monrovia 
Volunteer Center. They also offer an opportunity for 
residents to participate in the “Matching Grants Pro¬ 
gram,” which helps residents with their own restoration 


projects. 

This preservation group has published an excellent 
book - a pictorial text that features their wealth of his¬ 
toric houses, and gives their histories and architectural 
descriptions. In the introduction to the book, there are 
two paragraphs that I quote from: ‘Those of us who live 
in Monrovia know it to be a special place. It is an All- 
American City, so designated by the National Civic 
League in 1995. It has an historic preservation ordinance 
in its General Plan, one of the few communities in Los 
Angeles County to be so farsighted. It has an Historic 
Advisory Committee to answer preservation 
concerns...and it has a wealth of preservationists.” 

“We don’t support preservation efforts because we 
long for the old days. We study preservation and histo¬ 
ry because of what it teaches us about tomorrow. We 
learn what works and what needs rethinking, what costs 
more, and what is cost-efficient, what inspired people 
then that will inspire people tomorrow. Preservation 
creates jpbs, stimulates the economy, saves money, nur¬ 
tures business, and, most importantly, builds community 

snirit ” ^'

My hat’s off to Monrovia and what they have accom¬ 
plished for their community with this trend in their think¬ 
ing. However, I am sad when I think about our Sierra 
Madre, which too is a very special place, and the nega¬ 
tivity and grey cloud that has hung over this town in the 
name of preservation. I wish we could be telling a dif¬ 
ferent story.

Residents Take Shots at TCI During 

Arcadia Council Meeting 


By Dan Oakes 

OnUie agenda at Tuesday’s City Council meeting was 
a proposed extension of the TCI Cablevision non-exclu¬ 
sive franchise agreement with the City. 

The City’s Technical Consultant, John Risk, recom¬ 
mended approval of the extension, citing the Customer 
Service section of the agreement, with TCI’s pledges to 
next day response to complaints. ‘TCI has made a com¬ 
mitment to high levels of service,” Risk said, citing a 
proposed 550 Megahertz plant that will bring more chan¬ 
nels and internet access to Arcadia subscribers. He 
pointed out that TCI employees must wear photo I.D. 
badges, for easy identification, and also that TCI has re¬ 
ported that their basic rates will be going down as of June 
1 St. “Everything within the law is being done to ensure 
that rates are as low as possible,” Risk said. 

TCI came under some fire, however, first from the 
Councilmembers. Dr. Sheng Chang said that he has re¬ 
ceived “lots of complaints,” and expressed a desire to 
see more competition. Barbara Kuhn expressed concern 
over TCI rates, and also the amount of community pro¬ 
gramming offered. Risk explained that while the City 
cannot set rates, they over TCI’s rate schedule to ensure 
that it complies with federally mandated guidelines. 
Mary Young noted that the preview channel was no 
longer a free service. 

TCI’s Curt Taylor said that TCI has just introduced a 
new “digital package” of 36 channels, which take up less 
room; three channels had to be removed to bring in the 
36, at a premium, and one of those three was the pre¬ 
view channel. “If it wasn’t the preview channel (that had 
to make room for the digital package) it would have been 
something else,” said Taylor. As for the community pro¬ 
gramming, he noted TCI’s participation in the recent 
Arcadia Educational Foundation telethon, for which he 
drew praise from Mayor Pro Tern Gary Kovacic, and the 
F*rayer Breakfasts. He also noted that TCI will be donat¬ 
ing to the community’s White Christinas program. 

Director of Franchising Suzy Evans asked for an con-

tinuation on the issue, stating that there was an attorney 
who worked for TCI and Century Cable who wanted to 
approve of the contract. Mayor Haibicht said that he was 
“dismayed” at the request; Arcadia has been negotiat¬ 
ing the contract month-to-month following the expira¬ 
tion of the last long-term contract. City Attorney Michael 
Miller clarified the attorney whose approval was wanted 
was not someone who had been involved in the nego¬ 
tiation process, and Councilmembers expressed a desire 
to finalize an agreement, particularly in light of the up¬ 
coming election, which may bring new Councilmembers 
in who would be starting from scratch on the issue. 

The public hearing was opened, and with it came 
some questions about TCl’s level of service. Jerry 
Selmer said, “I urge the Council to give serious consid¬ 
eration to giving a franchise to any other company. TCI 
has not done Arcadia any favors. Selmer chided TCI for 
responding to his complaints about not having certain 
channels by telling him that there aren’t enough chan¬ 
nels on the system, “Yet in a sys'em that they tell us is 
‘tailor-made for Arcadia,’ there are from three to five 
Spanish channels. How many Arcadians have Spanish 
as their primary language?!” Selmer was brief, noting 
that he “could go on with a long litany of complaints,” 
and he drew a round of applause from those gathered in 
Council chambers. 

Lyle Wilson concurred that ‘TCI has not done an ad¬ 
equate job.” He asked if the City had aggressively sought 
another cable company, and noted that low levels of ser¬ 
vice probably spring from a lack of competition. Con¬ 


curring with Wilson was Lee Miller, who echoed, “TCI 
is not doing an adequate job.” 

Dr. Sheng Chang read several comments from survey 
responses he had on-hand; several were negative, and 
one was positive. He noted his own experiences, stat¬ 
ing that when he had five television sets, he had five re¬ 
motes. When he went down to four sets and tried to turn 
in one of his remotes to eliminate the $2.00/month he 
was paying for it, he was told that was “impossible.” Re¬ 
garding the section for dealing with complaints, Chang 
established that it existed in the previous agreement as 
well, and said, “I have no confidence in this.” 

Mayor Robert Harbicht felt that the Council was at¬ 
tempting to micromanage staffs efforts at negotiation. 
“We have people more involved than we are who have 
come up with this document, and I think it’s a fine docu¬ 
ment,” Harbicht said. Community Relations Officer 
Cindy Rowe said that she has been getting few com¬ 
plaints about TCI lately, and that when she does, they 
are quickly resolved. 

Federal law mandates that the City can only deny a 
.franchi.se if the incumbent company has failed to offer 
“reasonable levels of service,” fails to comply with the 
terms of franchise, or lacks the financial, legal, or tech¬ 
nical ability to provide .services that are rea.sonable to sat¬ 
isfy community needs. City .staff has advised the Coun¬ 
cil that it is staffs position that no legal grounds exist 
for denying TCI a franchise renewal. 

Per Evans’ request, the matter was continued to the 
next Council meeting, contingent on City staffs having 
a signed agreement in their possession by April 14th.

Arcadia Pdice CaDs 

The Arcadia Police Department responded to 538 
calls for service, of which 123 required formal inves¬ 
tigations, from Wedne.sday, April 1 to Tuesday, April

No On Measure A 


To the Editor; 

I suggest that it is time for the doom and gloom letter 
writers to face the facts regarding Arcadia and its bud¬ 
get. Arcadia is not in dire straits, and we are nowhere 
near becoming a second class city. 

FACT: When Measure A was first proposed and 
pas^by the City Council, there was a predicted short¬ 
fall for the current year of around $700,000. At the re¬ 
cent budget review, it was stated that “very conserva¬ 
tively” we could now expect a $270,000 surplus. 

FACT: Next year, the city can expect an increase of 
cash flow of around $850,000 from the new hotel, new 
restaurants, and other improvements. Also, let’s recog¬ 
nize that sales tax revenue is up this year by 4% 

($210,000) and property tax revenue by 8% ($314,000). 

With California’s continually improving economy, these 
revenue factors can be expected to increase next year. 

FACT: Next year’s budget should be balanced and al¬ 
low for return of some of the cut ser'.'ices. The 1999- 
2000 budget should see additional increase from two ad¬ 
ditional hotels now approved for construction, additional 
resources, and added retail. The following year, the new 
Santa Anita project could be operating with an added 
$1,400,000 predicted increase in revenue to Arcadia. 

FACT: While the City has been dipping into Desig¬ 
nated Reserves for five yeras, only after the defeat of the 
so-called Fire Suppression tax did the Council dig in and 
start cutting expenditures. Unfortunately, some of these 
cuts were made to influence the citizens rather than to 
cut out waste and inefficiency. Cuts such as the Library 
and Wilderness Park were not really necessary, but were 
aimed to pressure us into thinking we needed more taxes. 

FACT: Now that it is apparent to most people that any plans for a celebratiorifto 
increase in the Utility Tax would go into the General commemorate 25 years of 
Fund, where it can be spent on anything the Council Sister City relationship 
decides, and now that it is clear that this monev is not with Newcastle, New
